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“Construction  Takes  Place 
on  Campus  During 
Summer  Months”

The  people  who 
believe  in  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  made  it  possible  to 
break  ground  on  March  19, 
1986,  The  Feast  of  Saint 
Joseph,  for  a  recreation 
center.  This  building  will 
serve  the  individual  needs 
of  students  in  the  areas  of 
intramural  sporting  ac¬ 
tivities  as  well  as  personal 
physical  fitness.  A  covered 
connecting  walk  will  pro¬ 
vide  a  convenience  for  in¬ 
dividuals  using  the  facilities 
of  Raleigh  Hall,  the 
Memorial  Fieldhouse,  and 
the  new  recreation  center. 
The  Recreation  Center  will 
cost  $1.5  million.  The 


building  will  be  a  pre¬ 
engineered  steel-span  struc¬ 
ture  190  feet  in  length  and 
170  feet  in  depth  for  a  total 
of  32,300  square  feet.  It  will 
feature  three  full  size  (90’  x 
50’)  playing  courts  for 
volleyball  basketball,  ten¬ 
nis,  badminton,  floor 
hockey,  and  will  include 
provisions  for  raquetball 
courts  and  aerobics.  A 
planned  rigging  system  will 
allow  for  dividing  the  court 
space  to  provide  for  varios 
events  to  take  place 
simultaneously.  The  playing 
courts  will  be  encompassed 
by  a  ten  foot  jogging¬ 
running  track.  Facilities  for 


indoor  practice  of  baseball 
and  softball  are  incor¬ 
porated  in  the  structure. 
The  floor  is  a  rubber  all¬ 
playing  surface  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  various  forms 
of  activities.  Shower  and 
locker  facilities  for  women 
students  are  planned  along 
with  equipment  storage  and 
mechanical  equipment 
areas.  Many  people  are 
responsible  for  the  idea  of  a 
recreation  center  becoming 
reality;  among  these  are 
trustees,  administrators, 
students,  faculty,  and  other 
friends  of  the  College  who 
believe  in  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.

Improvements  are 
being  made  in  a  number  of 
residence  halls  this 
summer... 

—  Noll,  Bennett,  Merlini, 
Seifert  and  Aquinas  are 
having  all  incandescent 
lights  changed  to  fluores¬ 
cent.
